The night was dark, 
disagreeable and unpleasant, and 
hence the attendance was small, 
but the rain had not dampened the 
enthusiasm of those who braved it 
and great earnestness characterized 
the meeting. 
President 
Courtney 
presided, 
with Secretary 
Donnohue at the 
desk. 
Several 
new 
names were 
added to the membership roll. 
M r. Cannon, from the committee 
on publicity «and 
the encourage­ 
ment of local industries, reported 
progress and the 
committee was 
given more time. 
Mr. Johns, from the committee 
on club button, reported that no 
contract has yet been made ; that 
sample buttons had been sent for 
and would be ready for inspection 
in a few days. 
^ 
The committee Was given more 
time and authorized to offer a prize 
o f five dollars for the best motto 
and design for a club button to be 
submitted to the committee and re­ 
ported to the club. 
Judge 
Parsons 
addressed 
the 
club on the subject of changes in 
the railway service that had re­ 
sulted in taking a number of men 
a w a y from Sedalia for much of the 
time, and the recent laying, off of 
employes 
at 
the 
“ 
K a t y ” shops 
was also discussed. 
On motion, the chair was di­ 
rected to appoint a committee of 
three to act with the council com­ 
mittee 
previously 
appointed 
to 
bring 
these 
matters 
before 
the 
managers of the two roads and see 
w hat can be done in the matter. 
T he subject of an improvement 
in the management of city affairs 
was brought before the club and 
discussed at some length. 
M r. J. D. Donnohue moved that 
the chair appoint ^ committee to 
consist of three representative re­ 
publicans 
and a like number of 
i*0prcsentati ye democrats to consult 
with members of the two parties 
and 
with citizens and taxpayers 
generally and report to the next 
meeting of the club as to the w is­ 
dom and practicability of running 
a citizens’ ticket for municipal of­ 
fices. 
Secretary Donnohue read a com­ 
munication from J. F. Duncan, of 
Montevallo, Mo., relative to a pro- 
^ posed new railroad from Sedalia 
to Carthage, via Jerico 
Springs 
and 
Greenfield.

Th ere cou ld be, of cou rse, 
no qu estion as to th e p ower of con­ 
gress to ex tend its laws and regu ­ 
lations to th em after annex ation; 
its au th ority in th at direction is 
comp lete.

th ereof will h av e more th an a p ass­ 
ing interest for th e constitu tional 
lawy er.
